Those of yon who li.stened to the Rev. Father Casson's lecture 
on "The I'langer.s of Socialism," and those of you who read the rejKjrts 
published in the papers, may have been struck by the (act (and I con¬ 
sider it the preat fact, the dominant note in it ail), that for the first 
time on the part of those who are opposed to Socialism, the Socialist 
movement was treated with courtesy, that even thouffh the reverend 
pcntlcmcn did not agree with us, he at least diii treat us with the 
courtesy, which we as men and women deserve; that he did not in¬ 
dulge in that violent and wholesale denunciation which unfortunately 
has been the characterisnes of many clerjfym'-'n of the Catholic church 
and others, that doe.s ni< credit to them, nor rloes it injure us. I wish 
to say as an individual Sodalist. and I think I can sav it for all other 
Socialists, that we thank him publicly for his courteous, kindly and 
manly treatment of u.s; he lifted the di.scussion of the subject up out 
of those narrow , bigoted, and vicious levels on which some would force 
it. up to a courteous and m^ply plane, which is to his credit—his ever¬ 
lasting credit. 

It ii quite possible that some of n« are mistaken, and if we are to 
arrive at the truth of a thing we can best do so by discussing it with 
the least degree of passion and with an absence of denunciation. 

The primary critici.sm, the criticism which is perhaps the one that 
first of all should he made concerning Father Gasson’s lecture is that 
it carried with it the impression that there are many hraiwls of Social¬ 
ism. that there arc a number of kinds of Socialism. That, if it be true, 
would necessarily make the discussion difficult. You know some people 
have fallen into the habit of saying that there are fifty-.seven varieties 
of Sociali.sm, but 1 have not the time to discuss the fifty-seven varieties 
e\'cn if they existed. question was propounded to the reverend 
gentleman by a member of his own congregation, a inan qf nvature 
years who is one of the original niembers of the Socialist movement, 
and is today a consistent nicmt>er of the Catholic church. Ht asked 
Father Ga8.son. "if knowing him to be a memlier of the Socialist party 
would he, as.liis father con{«s.sor. grant him absolution when he went, 
as is his custom frequently, to confession,” and the Rev. F'athcr Gas- 
son said, “1 would ^rst want to inqnire into the brand of Socialism 
that you believed in.” I say that this is the most important thing, 
because if he is to discuss a brand of Socialism with which 1 have 
nothing to do, and I am to discuss another brand of Socialism with 
which he did not deal, then we do not get anywhere at all. 

The mi.stake of the gentleman, which is common with many who 
discuss the Socialism movement.! is to assume that there arc many 
brands of Sociali.sm. I submit that that position is not warranted by the 
facts. It is said that there arc three hundreil and sixty different kinds 
of religion in the world, but if you wanted to discuss the Catholic 
religion yon would not go off and discuss some form of religion that 
may "pSist somewhere at the end of the world. Not at all. If there 
I be fifty-seven different kinds of Socialism, as has humorously^ been 
stated bv other than the Rev. I'ather Gasson. IF THERE BE 
M.VXY BR.^.tDS f'F SOCI.\LIS.M. THE SOCI.AI.1.ST MOVE- 
.MENT OF THE WORLD IS CONCERNED ONLY WITH ONE 
SPECIFIC BR.\ND. .■Xnd we insist that it is the duty of those who 
oppose us. not to confuse the subject by talking about any oilier 
brand which they may assume exists. 

In every .country in the world, called civilized, there is a Socialist 
movement, and that Socialist movement is distinguished from all 
other movements by a certain specific declaration. You can go where 
yon please, to the Japanese Socialist, or the Chinese Socialist, or the 
Irish Soicialist, or the Scotch, or the English, or Australian, or Ger¬ 
man, or French, or Italian, or Servian, or whatever they may be. of 
all races of all creeds, and of all colors, you can go to them all. and 
the distinguishing ‘eature is a certain declaration. I submit it to you. 
If erer".' possible de!na.nd and every possible vagary of the human 
brain w'a.s inclmjed in a declaration of principles by any Lvidy of human 
beings, that did not contain the declaration that SOCIETY SHOULD 
OWN AND OPER-ATE DEMOCRATICALLY THE SOCIAL 
TOOLS OF PRODUCTION AND DISTRIBUTION, that would 
not be a Socialist declaration; and if a declaration is issued carrying 
with it nothing else but the simple demand for the social ownership 
and democratic management of the social tools of production and dis¬ 
tribution, just those words, that would be and is the Socialist declara¬ 
tion. 

Now, there are things that are .Socialistic. Wiat are they ? They 
are those things that tend in that direction, and nothing else. When 
men talk about various other subjects and declare them to be social¬ 
istic, in spite of the fact that the distingnisliing feature of the Socialist 
movement ol every country is the declaration for the social ownership 
and democratic management of the social tools of production and dis¬ 
tribution, either they are misinformed, or uninformed, or engaged in 
malicious misrepresentation. I have no desire to defend the various 
things that some sav is Socialism. Not at all. I have no desire to 
defend the personal views of individual Socialists on other subjects. 
Not at all. And it is not fair (or individuals who are opposed to 
Socialism, or organizations that may be opposed at present to Social¬ 
i.sm. to pick here and therc^out of the great army, and the growing 
army, of the Socialist movement aii isolated or scattered statement ol

in the city of Milwaukee, who for the 
past three ye.ari have been burdened 
with more than our share of both mu¬ 
nicipal and state taxes, because of 
the fact that others more able to bear 
their share of the burden of govern* 
{ment have escaped taxation.” 

I Mr O'Connor had no difficulty in 
1 answering the objections of the op- 
I position that the tax ferrets could 
not collect the taxe.s anyway by ask* 
■^ing Mr. Bruce why he feared such .t 
^law when it c»»uld do no one any 
harm. 

.\s for the legality of the law. Mr. 
0'C^>nnor aUn showed that such a 
law would be legal. However. Mr. 
O’Connor cared very little for these 
minor technical objections, he insist¬ 
ed tha* was the tax dodgers who op- 
pnse«l,^his measure because they knew 
full well it would henceforth make 
them pay their full share of taxes.

A number of bills affecting organ¬ 
ized labor were defeated by the as¬ 
sembly this week. Among them are 
the Katzban (S.-D.l bill providing 
that when an cmplo> t advertises for 
help in case of a strike at his plant 
he should mention the fact in his ad¬ 
vertisements. Organized labor and 
its friends appreciate the importance 
of surh a law. One of the tricks of 
the capitalists is to advertise for la¬ 
bor without mentioning that they 
wish to use those men as strifeebreak 
erx, thereby deceiving many burden¬ 
ing the treasury of the union because 
once then men are on the ground, in 
order to prevent them from becoming 
strikeherakers. it is necessary either' 
to support them or furnish them with 
transportation to enable them to re¬ 
turn home. Of course, in many in¬ 
stances the men remain at work and 
are instrumental in breaking up the 
strike. 

Comrade Rrockhausrn's hill legal¬ 
izing picketing, restricting the use of 
njanction$ in labor disputes, and pro¬ 
viding that no imion can he held re¬ 
sponsible for the xction of its indi¬ 
viduals. wa? killed. C.,’ sort of leg¬ 
islation has been demanded by thr 
.American Federation of Labor for 
some time past, but it seems to bc 
difhcult to secure the car of a capi¬ 
talistic legislature. Most of the im¬ 
portant strikes so far have been di' 
ruptrd by the use of injunctions pre- 
\enting boycotts, picketing and other 
attempts on the p.trt of labor leader 
to make the .strike sucees.Hful 

Gumpcrs. Mitchell and Morrison 
are now under jail sentence for 
lating one of these sweeping court 
j injunctiims, while several of the 
I strongest unions, like the Hatters' 

I unions, have been weakened coin- 
plciely by law >*uits Imany of them 
i being fake .uits> against the imiou 
< for the act5 of the individual union 
. men. 

j It makes little diffirenec to the 
capitalists whether they win out in 
these suits. Their aim is to deplete 
the treasury of the union. knowinvT 
that a union without funds is as help- i 
less as a battleship without ammuni-1 
tk>n. 

Since the Danbury Hatters' cafce. in 
which the principle was established 
that a uni«*n is responsible for th»* 
acts of its individual members, hun¬ 
dreds of suits have been instituted 
against organized labor in every state 
in the Union for the purpose of 
mulcting the unions.

more every year from the evil of 
blacklisting and the aim of this meas¬ 
ure was to free him from the merci¬ 
less and bnMal persecution of his 
formef employer. 

Killed by Big Bakcra 
Kahn’s (S.-D.) bill prohibiting Sun¬ 
day baking after having passed once, 
was reconsidered and killed by the 
efforts of the big bakers from Mil¬ 
waukee. 

J*heBe men appearr** before one 
committee and argued for the defeat 
of a ten hour law for bakers, PROM¬ 
ISING TO SUPPORT THE SUN¬ 
DAY baking LAW IF THAT IS 
DONK. After their requc.st was com¬ 
plied writh they set to work and suc¬ 
ceeded in also defeating the Sunday 
law in spite of their promise. 

At present aM the small bakers do 
no baking w'hatever on Sunday, but 
they claim that unless the 'arge bak¬ 
ers arc compelled to refrain from 
baking Aon Sunday, they (the .mall 
bakers) will, in order to hold their 
trade, be forced to return to Sunday 
baking This bill was demanded by 
the Bakers’ union. 

Those “Friends” of Labor 
The defeat of these labor measures 
ought to convince every organized 
worker that President (Simpers' idea 
of “reward your friends and punish 
your enemies” by voting f«ir friends 
of labor in the two old parties is use¬ 
less. What can be expected of the 
old parties in other states, when a 
progressive legislature refused to lis¬ 
ten to the just demands f»f l.iliur. Tl«** 
only effective solution is for the loilcrj 
to go into politics on hi** own hook 
by joining the S(Kial-Dem>>cratic 
party. 

To Abolish “Third Degree” 
Assemblyman JVeber's '.S-D i bill 
prohibiting the use of the “third de¬ 
gree” in securing c infes«<ions from 
alleged law offenders passed the a«- 
sembly although it was opposed by a 
number of the inffuenti.Tl I e.nders.

A Bad Practice Protacted 

The assembly killed Gilboy’s (S.-

up in Milwaukee c^'unty where a for¬ 
mer district atorney having had ac¬ 
cess to ail rccord-E and knowing what 
had tra spired in the grand jury in¬ 
vestigation later hired out to parties 
indicted. 

This places the people at a disad¬ 
vantage in that iheir former attorney 
undertakes to dFfend the very man 
who has been charged by him with 
violation of a law. In private prac¬ 
tice such conduct would be consid¬ 
ered unprofes'iional. but since the le¬ 
gal profes.«ion ha*, not seen fit to es¬ 
tablish such a «tandard where the 
public is involved our comrades 
soughf to do so by law. It U to be 
regretted that they failed, and is an¬ 
other example of the “public be 
damned” policy of some of the capi¬ 
talistic legislatures. 

For State Insurance 

Now that the workman’s compen¬ 
sation act is ashiired of becoming a 
law*. Comrade Brockhaffsen has in¬ 
troduced a constitutional amendment 
empowering the state to enter into 
the accident in.«iurance .business. 
Tlicre are very lew reliable accident 
insurance companies in the country, 
and those th.nt arc dependable charge 
very excessive rates. This would 
make it a hnrd.-hip on the employer 
and tile employe, and in order to al¬ 
leviate this situation it is the inten¬ 
tion of our comrades that the state 
ought'to provide this insurance at a 
reasonable co*t. This would give the 
employer cheap insurance, and as¬ 
sure the worker that when he is in¬ 
jured he will secure his proper com* 
pensaticn.

The unemployed scare was started 
by certain city newspapert, one in 
particular, to embarrass the ^tdel ad¬ 
ministration. and the mayor was badly 
misquoted as to what he had said 
V htle an alderman as to anemploy- 
ment. Had it stopped there it wotsHl 
not have bren so bad, but this was 
not to be. I'he trusts caused full page 
denunciations of Milwaukee to appear 
in the large papers of the country, in 
an effort to hurt Milwaukee's pros¬ 
perity and to discourage other cities 
from electing Socialist officials, and 
the misrepresentations as to unem¬ 
ployment here were prominently used. 
Thus, the St. Louis Republic had it in 
big type across its first page that "yo,- 
000 Men are Idle" in Milwaukee, tht 
Portl.nnd Oregonian said in big head¬ 
lines, “Mayor Seidel of Milwauket 
Keeps 20,000 Idle.*' Another paper 
had it that “Mayor Seidel is Har- 
rassed by Thousands of Unemployed 
Clamoring fc**" Work.” All lies, of 
course, and thank the Evening 
Wisconsin for coming out bravely 
and telling the truth. The effort to 
injure Milwaukee commercially is 
about as dastardly as most of the 
other leading tactics of the interests.
